About a month after the well-publicizedj 
Gait saucer landed In front of young 
Jack Stephons eyes In Jxily, 1957, I 
went to Interview Jack with a friend, 
who we will call Leslie. We had talk¬ 
ed all afternoon about his o^roerlence 
which I wrote about In Issue M of 
this publication. Jack had the urge 
to go back in the evening to the scene 
of'iJhe landing. We signified our 
approval and left right after w© Imd 
supper. We trudged through the farm¬ 
er's 'field and as we made our way 
along the path in the serai-darkness, 
my flashlight went out. I found out 
later the bulb burned out. We only 
had the light of the full moon to 
light our'tfay. Me stojfped In th's 
centre of the recently ploughed field 
overlooking the gully and conversed 
a bit more. Suddenly, I became aware 
of an orange-red light above the tree- 
tops on the far aide of the gully. 

I immediately told my companions and 
Leslie said it had been there for 
about a minute but thought It was a 
light from a farmhouse window. We all 
watched it and memorized it’s position 
In relation to tlie outline of the 
trees. It definitely was above the 
trees. Me looked at each other mysti¬ 
fied and v;h©n w© looked again. It was 
gone. Me didn’t know what to think. 

A few minutes later, behind Jack’s 
back, and much nearer, being at the 
side of our field cjbout 50 yards away, 
appeared the same or similar ors^nge- 
red light. This time It blinked on 
and off twice and disappeared. By 
the time my two companions could tur-n 


around, it was not to bo seen. It 
seamed to bo In a small tree or 
shrub. I ran over to the spot and 
could see nothing that covd-d have 
made the light. Behind the shrubs 
was a steep Incline do^-m to another 
little lake or pond. You could see 
the reflection of the moon on the 
water below. We walked back to the 
Cedar Road, feeling we wouldn’t see 
anymore that night and besides, it 
was getting chilly* We played with 
the Idea that it was some sort of 
signal from the occupants of the 
saucer, oven thoxjgh it was now a 
month later, that the original 
contact by Jack was authentic. Who 
Imovra, the spacecraft could have re¬ 
turned but wished to remain Invlai- 
I ble for reasons xmknown to us» 
j A check-up In the daylight^two weeks 
later shed no further light on the 
situation and the lights still re¬ 
main a mystery. The reason I had 
not written about this sooner was 
that I thought I may have had some¬ 
thing more to add to this Incident 
t at a later date. A story called 
the "Joshua Tree Saucer Contact" 
in the November Issue of SEi^ROH 
relates a similar experience with 
orange lights. I’m wondering If 
there lo a relationship here and 
v/er© wo really thlsolose to our 
i visitors from space.

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3Ta\NGE SIGHTS WATCHED IN THE SKY ,

Wallaceburg, Ontario - It was seen 
here again last night. For the second 
tine in less than two weeks an uniden¬ 
tified flying object was sighted low 
in the northeast sky from this area* 
Last night a ‘group of newsmen watched 
it through binoculars. Opinion as to 
the identity or nature of the sighted 
object differed. Several known phy¬ 
sical sights however, were tentatively 
agreed upon. 

1. The object flashed brilliant red, 
green and blue. 

2. It was not a highflying weather 
balloon. 

3. It was not a conventional aircraft* 
4* It moved much as a kite v/ould move 

when flying* 

The flashing lights followed no par¬ 
ticular sequence but were more bril¬ 
liant at one time than another* 
Speculation as to its identity reui 
the gamut of imagination all the way 
from a helicopter to a flying saucer* 
Through binoculars tmsteadiness in 
the holding made clear sighting impos¬ 
sible* It did not however, present a 
much different appearance to that of 
a star except for its movement and 
color* The suggestion that it was in¬ 
deed a star v/hose light was being 
affected by the earth's atmosphere 
appeared to be unsound because its 
movements did not coincide vrith other 
stars in the same section of sky* 

A similar object in the northeast sky 
turned out to be a star after . its 
pattern of behaviour had been exam¬ 
ined over a half hour period* 

Similar sightings over the past three 
\^oeks all appear to confirm that it is 
something unidentified as yet* 

An official of the Chatham-based Inter 
Continental Aerial Research Foundation 
said last night that he had received 
reports of the object from sev'rx'al 
snotters in the northern part of Kent 
but the object could not be identified 
Inquiries to the RDAF brought dead 
silence* Two polloemen from Wallace- 
burg. Constables V/illiam Laprise and 
Gerald Gtanllok saw the object loss

Cottagers at Oxley, Ontario, are puz¬ 
zled by blobs of semi-transparent 
Jelly-like lumps which are floating 
to the beaches. This form of life 
first became known In Lake Erie when 
it xiraa found by fishermen off Peloe 
Island last summer. The blobs are 
seml-3olld to the point where It oan 
be cut with a knife, and retains Its 
shape and varies In size from that of 
a melon to an egg. There la evidence 
of having been attached to either a 
rock or shell.

GLOW LIGHTS 3KY FROM ONTARIO TO PENNA. 

A flash of light lit up the sky on Oct. 
218t, for about a minute. Dunlap Ob^ 
senratory gave their atook answer to 
any lights seen In the sky, saying It 
was a meteor. F.C. Stanley Hunter of • 
Barrio said It looked like "A shooting 
star" only much brighter, and lit up 
the area for miles arotmd. Other sight 
Ings at 3.39 a.m. oame from London, 
Niagara Fhlla, Perth, Tillaonbtu*g, 
Toronto and western New York state. 
State police fz*om Lake Ontario to Pen¬ 
nsylvania saw a bright bluish-white 
glow that shone with the brightness of 
daylight. A spokesman ot Toronto’s 
Kalton Airport said the flash appeared 
to be on the alz*port boundary and look¬ 
ed like a flare. Nothing had been 
found and that fog had hemmed In the 
airport all night. 

This brilliant flash seen by Roland 
Michaud of Godbout, Saguenay, xu^vtnoe 
of Quebec, said that "we suddenly felt 
a big push of wind, followed Just a 
few Instants after by the flash, and 
right then a "big bong", undoubtedly 
caused by the Impact of an object of 
great magnitude hitting the ground and 
sending violent tremors of high Inten¬ 
sity like earthqus-ke vibrations, around 
the whole area. 

Rev. Maurice Duist, director of the 
geophysical obseirvatory at the College 
of St.Jean de Breubeuf, Montreal, said 
the records show a minor quake close 
to the time mentioned. 

Mrs. V/.il, Brooke of Val David, heard 
"a noise like a large explosion and 
then some large thumps." 

Doug Ilapea of Buffalo, N.Y. sent me the 
following Information v;hich concludes 
this specific case. Hr. Wayne Stanley 
saw the same thing over Manltobs on 
Oct. 13, and on the 22nd, he caught the 
tall end of a report over OKX, Brandon, 
saying that a womon ea\i a flash and It 
was sighted over two other to^fns In 
British Columbia, particularly the Van¬ 
couver area. Later, the radio station 
reiterated that It never made the 
transmlsolon. 

On Sept. 22, over CJDC, Toronto, a re¬ 
port that a guai^ at a petroleum fac¬ 
tory In Nova Scotia, saw 23 objects 
passing overhead and that 4 UPOo were 
spotted by radar earlier, was denied, 
all this after many heard it In Buffalo 
Samuel J. Cluroa, Jr., Director of the 


Sauoerlan Researoh Centre, 155 Third 
St., Rochester 5, N.Y., reported to 
Doug that a friend of his was listening 
In on Radio Australia on Oct. 21, and 
heard that these (or this) flash was 
sighted over Indonesia, New Zealand 
and Australia. 

The Buffalo Courier-Express reports 
the next item. Dated Nov. 1 (AF) from 
Plymouth, England, ~A blue-green flash 
blazed over the western end of the Eng¬ 
lish Channel tonight. The brilliant 
flash lasted five seconds and was sight 
ed by a dozen ships and Coast Guard 
units. It set off a flurry of activity 
at the RAF Sea Rescue Center here, but 
authorities reported no plane was re¬ 
ported missing In the area. 

A meteorological office spokesman In 
London said, "It is unlikely to have 
been caused by lightning or to have 
some other meteorological origin." 

A Coast Guerdsman In Southwest Cornwall 
said, "For a few seconds the whole sky 
was lit up with a great big blue glare 
that was nothing like a rocket or any¬ 
thing else I know." 

The French liner Colomble, in a radio 
message from the Guernsey area, said 
the flash seemed to take a downward 
path out of the sky. "We take it to be 
a meteor or meteorite," the ship's 
message said. 

Chalk River, Ontario: Canadian scientist 
solution to the problem of getting rid 
of an atomic reactor's ashes is now be¬ 
ing tested.
